Brief Summary of Substitute Bill

� Modifies the definition of actual expenses to include only a county treasurer's out-of-
pocket costs.

Background: 

At the request of any local government, the county treasurer may invest the local government's 
funds.  For this service, the local government must pay the treasurer an annual fee of not more 
than $50.   

For local governments requesting such action, the county treasurer may combine their 
investment funds to create a county investment pool.  State law allows a county treasurer to 
deduct a fee from funds invested in the county investment pool.  The fee must reimburse the 
treasurer for actual expenses incurred establishing or administering the county investment pool.  

Summary of Bill: 

Actual expenses include only the county treasurer's direct and out-of-pocket costs.  They do not 
include indirect or loss-of-opportunity costs.

Appropriation:  None.
